STATEMENT BY MAYOR DUNNE. 
8 a result of the referendum Chicago now has the right to sequire ownership of 
its street railways. The people have given their approval of the ordinance pro- 
viding for an issue of Mueller law certificates, with the proceeds of which the 
etrect car systema will be purchased. 

The program for the acquirement of the street railway properties I do not 
care to discuss at present. I first wish to ascertain the attitude of the street car com- 
panies and to consult with my advisers before announcing my plana It is up to the 
street car people to make the next move. 

They now know that Mueller certificates can be issued for the purchase of the 
roads and that by virtue of the approval given the ‘third proposition on the Uttle ballot 
no more franchises will be granted private street car companies, Before I take any 
further step toward carrying out the will of the people I want to find out what terms 
the companier will make. Under the law as interpreted by the 8 court they 
cah oocupy the streets until they sell out to the city, and now that the city has the 
authority to purchase, it is up to the companies to state their terms. | 


that the proposition authorising operation of the lines did not carry by the legal 
majority of three-fifths of the vote cast om i, but I do not regard this as a real setback. 
The problem of securing possession of the roads is a tremendous ome and cannot be 
solved in a hurry. We shall begin on the task of acquiring ownership, and by the time 
we are in possession I am confident that the people will have voted to give the city the 
right to operate. Operation always comes with ownership. Tt was so in London, 
Glasgow, and other large cities. 

The proposition to operate can be submitted at the firet election at which it seems 
advisable—next fall, perhaps. This time it had a clear majority of 12,000 votes, still I 
regret that it did not receive the majority of about 23,000 which would have been 
necessary to make it effective, I am convinced, however, that the people will vote for 
municipal operation at the proper time, which will be when the eity gets n of 
the lines. You may retard the principle of municipal ownership, but you cannot 
defeat it.

In view of the tremendous opposition to the municipal ~.. program in various 
quarters in this campaign, I regard the victory of the day one upon which I may 
congratulate myself. All of the newspapers with the exception of the Hearst papers and 
one other, which was noncommittal, were bitterly arrayed against municipal ownership. 

So was the regular democratic organization, the chairman of the county central 
committee, and the rank and file of its workers being against me. The republican 
orgamization was also instructed to fight municipal ownership. Then the saloon issue 
tended to befog the situation, I am informed that saloonkeepers about to go out of 
business because of the increase of the license to:$1,000 voted and used all their influence 
against municipal ownersdip as a means of giving vent to their feelings, 

I am also informed by reliable persons that the workers of the regular democratic 
organization stood outside of the polling places with copies of the little ballot con-. 
cealed in the palms of their hands. When a voter approached they would hold up the 
hand, showing the little ballot marked against the three propositions. 

So, in view of all this varied and strenuous opposition, I believe that I am.entitied to 
look upon the result as a tremendously greater victory than it appears on its face,

In’ the composition of the council I find much encouragement. Among the aldermen 
elected there is an extremely reliable accession to the strength of the municipal owner- 
ship cause in the city’s legislative body. 

In conclusion, let me say that it is up to the companies to state the terms on which 
they will turn over the lines to the city. At the same time it will be my plan, as I 
have stated before, to secure judicial construction of the ordinance approved by the 
people today and of the Mueller law, on which the ordinance is based. This can be 
done by the submission of a test case to the Lilinois Supreme court 

When these points nave been cleared up we shall know just how we must proceed 


to acquire ownership of the lines.

It was quite lke “ old times" at the opera 
last night. “ Faust" was the bill, the cast 
was of the all-star kind, the audience taxed 
the capacity of the Auditorium, and applanse 
and recalls were abundant. The performance 
proved an excellent one—excellent, judged 
according to the etandards that have to be 
epplie? when the star system of grand opera 
giving ie followea And we in this country 
seem unable to free ourselves from that sys- 
tem, 

The solo parts were all in the hande of 
yocalists truly exceptional, the chorus was 
numerous and fairly adequate, the scenery 
was in the main suitable, the costumes were 
varied, although in many instances hideous 
and frequently tnappropriate, the orchestra 
was generally satisfactory, and the perform- 
ance moved off without any particularly irri- 
tating hitches. 

This ig about all that can be expected under 
present conditiona To have the principals 
suitably dressed in costumes befitting the 
times and in harmony each with the other, to 
have the chorus act andsing with some un- 
ders of the dramatic proprieties, to 
have the ng ané lighting in keeping with 
the conditions of the opera—Margaret’s gar- 
Gen simple inetead of a @eection of a public 
park, for instance—and to have the dresses of 
the chorus tasteful and correct—thie would 
be to have Gounod’s “ Faust ” carefully pro- 
duced and produced as a masterwork of its 
standing deserves to be, This we cannot 
have from Mr. Conried, nor from any mana- 
ger of the Metropolitan opera, so long as mat- 
ters there stand as they do at present. 

We must rejoice when the performance goes 
through without any serious mishap, when 
the chorus sings the music acceptably, when 
the scenery and costumes are of some day 
and place other than the Now, and when 
the principals are of the best in the operatic 
world. It is the principals we must care 
most for, and, judged by this hit or miss 
standard, the “ Faust” given at the Audi- 
torlum was brilliantly successful. The beau- 
tiful melodies of Gounod’s masterwork were 
sung as they are sung in no countries in the 
world other than America and Dngland. Not 
in the continental opera houses of Europe 
will be' found such a combination of great 
vocal artists as Mr. Conried offered, and in 
few operas does consummate vocal ability 

‘have so fine an opportunity to display its 
full worth and exert its charm as in this 
same “Faust.” It was a joy to hear the 
music delivered as it was last evening, and 
the audience was keen in its appreciation and 
immediate in ite recognition.

Mr. Caruso was eccorded a round of ap- 
plause the moment ‘the curtain rose and he 
was discovered seated at Faust’s desk. He 

im excellent vocal form, was this little 
allan with the voice of molten gold And 
he gave lavishly of his best. He sang with 
more of artistic finish and closer attention to 
beauty In phrase and tone than he didatany 
performance in which he was heard here last 
year. The use of French may have had some- 
thing to do with this, for at certain times last 
evening the listener became conscious of the 
singer's laboring just a little to get the text 
exact. He did not always bring the French 
to absolute perfection, but he sang much of 
it clearly and irtelligtbiz. 

His employment of the strongly nasal pro- 
nunecilation tended at times to take from his 
voice part of the ringing quality it possesses 


the degeneration into the undesirably blatant 
tone which he occasionally indulged in when 
last heard. He also did away with his lach- 
rymose manner of expressing sentiment, and 
this wae a gain. The result was an unusu- 
ally enjoyable ana thoroughly artistic dis 
play of his abilities—one which placed nim 
higher in the esteem of his hearers than he 
heretofore has stood.

Nothing that Mr. Caruso has done here has 
shown him a finer vocalist and a better artist 
than did hie singing of ‘‘ Salve Dimora " last 
evening. Even the use of the falsetto in the 
close was so skillfuNy accomplished that it 
proved the artist. The audience would not 
be content without a repetition, and the 
tenor sang the number again and sang It 
equally well. The later music of the garden 
scene wae beautifully done, and, although in 
the trio with Mephisto and Valentine and 
later in the finage of the opera Mr. Caruso did 
not eapecially exert himslf, Rome singing was 
highly enjoyable. |

Mme. Eames as Marguerite began unprom- 
isingly. Her delivery of the thanksto Faust 
in the kirmess scerie was so strongly nasal 
in tone and so through close set teeth that 
it was feared we were to be treated to an 
entire evening of such: vocal work as she did 
when heard here last winter in concert. For- 
tunately the “‘ King of Thule” brought her 
back into her oldtime manner of singing, and 
the result was satisfaction. Her voice seems 
smaller in volume than it formerly was, but 
it has lost none of its clarity, and its purity 
as regards pitch is still one of its attractions. 
The *‘ King of Thule” was sung effectively, 
and the “ Jewel Song” also was excelient 
from a vocal viewpoint. The employment of 
@ shade slower tempo than is customary 
tended to rob the number, however, of the 
quality of girlish joyousness and exultation 
which are essential to it, and made it less 
inspiring than it otherwise might have been. 
Mme. Hames seemed to be fond of the slower 
tempo last evening. ‘The “ He Loves Me,’’ 
which is sung from the window at the close 
of the garden scene, was taken at reduced 
speed, and reached not such a climax as it 
formerly did when she gave it. But the duets 
with Mr. Caruso were finely given, the music 
of the church scene was admirable both 
vocally and an interpretatively, and the final. 
trio Was compassed successfully. ‘he act- 
ing of the finale showing Valentine’s death 
was among the best that Mme. Hames nas 
done here.

House Passes Quarantine Bill.

The White Stockings are in danger of los- 
ing Outfielder Vinson by act of the nat 
commigsion, according to the announc 2 
of President Johnson of the American le 
yesterday. He said a majority of the eg 
missiow at present favored blacklisting Vin- 
s0n on the ground that he jumped his Cleve- 
land contract last season to play with the. 
Tri-State “outlaw " league. 

“ Messrs. Hermann and Pulliam ¢hink Vin- 
son should be declared ineligible,”’ said Presi- 
dent Johnson, “‘ on the same grounds that the 
same action was taken against Owens of the 
Brooklyn club lastseason. I have contended, 
however, that Vinson is nota contract jump- 
er, but violated the reserve rule and should 
be punished by the customary fine for that 
Offense. Vinson was suspended by the Cleve- 
land club last year and went to his home. 
Waivers were asked on him by Cleveland for 
the purpose of selling him toa minor league, | 
but the Chicago club refused to waive and 
purchased the player’s services from Cleve- 
land. 

“ That act, in my opinion, terminated Vin- 
son's contract with the Cleveland club, and 
up to the time the Chicago club opened ne- 
gotiations with the player for a new contract 
he had not played with the Harrisburg club.
